2. Tn the Central Excise Rules, 1944, after rule 96-D, 
the following rule shall be inserted, namely : — 


“96 -DD* Procedure for removol of cotton fabrics from 
one factory to another without payment of duty 
for embroidery. 


(1) Cotton fabrics may be removed without payment of 
duty from one factory to another factory for the purpose 
of embroidery, subject to the observance of the procedure 
hereinafter prescribed. 


(2) When cotton fabrics are removed from the factory 
where they are manufactured to another factory for em- 
broidery, the consignor shall, before the goods are so re- 
moved, enter into a bond and follow the procedure as re- 
quired by rules 153, 156-A and 156-B. as modified by rule 
173-N: 


Provided that the Collector may permit any person en- 
titled under this rule to remove the goods from one fac- 
tory to another to enter into a general bond with such 
surety or sufficient security, in such amount, and under 
such conditions, as the Collector approves, for the removal, 
from time to time, of such goods from one factory to 
another, and for the due arrival and receipt thereof at the 
factory of destination within such time as the proper officer 
directs : 


Provided further that, in the event of death, insolvency 
or insufficiency of the sujety or where the amount of bond 
is inadequate, the Collector may, in his discretion, demand 
a fresh bond, and may, if the security furnished for a bond 
is not adequate, demand additional security. 


(3) If cotton fabrics, after being embroidered, arc cleared 
for home consumption from the embroidery factory, the 
duty payable at the time of such clearance and such other 
dues that may be payable in respect of such goods may bo 
paid either by the owner of the embroidery factory or by 
the owner of the originating factory. 


(4) If cotton fabrics, after being embroidered, arc re- 
moved without payment of duty to one or more factories 
for the purpose of further embroidery, or to the originating 
factory, such removal shall be subject to, and in accordance 
with, the provisiong of sub-rule (2). 


(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, the 
duty referred to in this rule shall, in the case of manu- 
facturers availing of the procedure prescribed in section 
E. VI of Chapter V, include the duty payable on the yarn, 
contained in the cotton fabrics, falling under Item No. 18A, 
or Item No. IBE, of the First Schedule to the Act.

5. Disqualifications. — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a 
person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spusc living, has entered into or contracted 
a marriage with any person, 

shall bo eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissblc under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other parly to the marriage and there 
are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.— Whore the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation 
with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the 
provisions of those rules with respect to any class or category 
of persons. 

7. Savings. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from lime to time 
in this regard.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is premissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such' person and the other party to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — ^Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category 
of persons. 

6. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for Sch^uled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this behalf.

Provided that the Central Government, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and there 
arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 

4. Power to relai.^Whero the Central Government Is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, It may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect of any class 
or category of persona. 

5. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect rcseiwa- 
tions and other concessions required to bo provided for 
candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications 
etc. — ^The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in 
columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 


Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct 
recruitment may be relaxed in the case of persons belonging 
to the Schedule Castes, Scheduled Tribes or other special 
category of persons in accordance with the orders issued from 
time to time by the Central Government. 

5. Disqualification.— No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 


6. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do. it may by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules in respect of any class or category of 
persons. 


7. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall aifect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special cate- 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 1048. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the prO' 
viso to article 309 of the Constitution and of all other powers 
enabling him in this behalf the President hereby makes the follow- 
ing rules farther to amend the Department of Parliamentary 
Affairs (Recruitment and Conditions of Services) Rules 1963, 
namely 

L (1) These rules may be called the Department of Parlia- 
mentary Affairs (Recruitment and Conditions of Service) 
Amendment Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Department of P^liameiiLary Affairs (Recruitment 
and Conditions of Service) Rules, 1963: — 

(1) in rule 2, after clause (f), the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely:— 

‘'(ff) 'Institute' means the Institute of Secretariat Train- 
ing and Management of the Department of Personnel 
and Administrative Reforms in the Cabinet Secretariat" ; 

(2) in rule 4, — 

(a) for the heading "Assistants/ Hindi Assistant" 
occuring before sub-rule (6), the heading ‘‘Assis- 
tant/Hindi Translator Grade I/Hindi Assistant" 
shall be substituted ; 

(b) in sub-rule (6), clause (ii) shall be renumbered as 
clause (iii) and before clause (iii) as so renumbered 
the following clause shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(ii) Vacancies in the Grade of Hindi Translator 
Grade 1, shall be filled by promotion by selec- 
tion of a suitable Hindi Assistant or Trans- 
lator Qra^c II who has rendeied not less than 


5 years* continuous service in that Grade, 
failing which, by deputation or transfer of 
suitable persons engaged in translation work 
in other Ministries or Deparimonts possessing 
Master’s Degree in Hindi or in English with 
Hindi as a subject at Degree level; failing 
both, by direct recruitment. 

(Period of Deputation ordinarily not exceeding 
three years); 

(c) for sub-Tulc (8), the following sub-rule shall be sub- 
stituted, namely:— 

“(8)(a) Ten per cent, of the vacancies in the Lower 
Division Clerks’ Grade shall be filled from 
among Class IV employees (borne on regular 
establishment) of the Department on the basis 
of compotitivo examination held for the pur- 
pose by the Institute; 

Provided that to the extent to which suffi- 
cient number of qualified persons are not 
available on the result of such examination,, 
the vacancies shall be filled in the manner 
prescribed in clause (b), 

(b) Ninety per cent of the vacancies in the Lower 
Division Clerks' Grade or such higher percen- 
tage as may be determined by the Department 
in accordance with the proviso to clause (a) 
shall be filled by direct recruitment on the result 
of a competitive examination held for the 
purpose by the Institute : 

Provided that to the extent to which suffi- 
cient number of qualified candidates are not 
available for appointment on the result of 
such examinations, the vacancies may be 
filled provisionally or regulaily in such manner 
as may be determined by the Department. 

Note : — The Intcr-se seniority of the qualified candidates shall 
be in order of merit in which they are placed in the 
competitive examination on the results of which they 
arc recruited, the recruits of an earlier competitive 
examination being ranked senior to those of a later 
examination: 

Provided further that the persons qualified in the 
competitive examination held in a particular year under 
clause (a) shall en-bloc be ranked junior to the persons 
recruited on the result of the competitive examination 
held in that year under clause (b) and the persons 
recruited under the proviso to clause (b); and the 
persons recruited under the proviso to clause (b) 
m a particular year shall en-bloc be ranked junior to the 
persons recruited on the basis of the competitive exa- 
mination held in that year under clause (b): 

Provided also that Lhc seniority of persons recruited 
on the result of the competitive examinations held 
under clause (b) in whose cases offers of appointment 
are revived after being cancelled and those appointed 
under the proviso to clause (b) shall be such as may be 
determined by the Department, 

(c) Notwithstanding anything contained in clause 
(a) or clause (b), the appointing authority 
may fill not more than 5 % of the vacancies 
in the Lower Division Clerks’ (3rade arising 
in a year, by appointment of a son, or daughter 
or wife or husband or brother or sister of a 
Government servant who dies during the period 
of his service and the persons so appointed 
shall be ranked junior to the persons who arc 
recruited on the basis of competitive exami- 
nations held in that year and those reemited 
under the proviso to clause (b): 

Provided that the seniority of persons appointed 
to the grade under this clause shall rank inter- 
se according to the dates of appointment";

4. VIcthod of recruitment, age limit and other qualiflca- 
tlonfii. — The method of recruitment to the posts, age limit. 


qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall bo 
as specified in columns 5 to 13 of he Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications,- — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shaU be eligible for appointement to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax, — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules in respect of any class or category of 
persons. 

7. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special cate- 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.
